Other 
outstanding features at the meet- 
ing were speakers from the strik- 
ing longshoremen, seamen and 
cooks. They drew thunderous 
cheers as they reiterated the mili- 
tant policy of the workers to 
stick by each other for joint 
negotiations. 

In Oakland, a thousand turn- 
ed out to MeClymond’s School 
on Friday to hear Gallagher’s 
report. 

In San Jose Sunday night, 
Gallagher spoke to an enthusias- 
tic overflow meeting of more 
than 400 workers at 81 Post 
Street. 

The Seottsboro case was stress- 
ed very much, altho Ada Wright, 
mother of two of the boys, ori- 
ginally sceduled, had to take part 
in a delegation to Roosevelt. In 
San Franciseo, Pettis Perry of 
Los Angeles, Communist candi- 
date for Lieutenant Governor 
spoke, while in Oakland, Dr. 
Crawford, told of fascism and the 
Negro people. 

‘“T am very pleased that the 
Communist Party has endorsed 
my candidacy for Associate Jus- 
tice of the Supreme Court,” de- 
clared Leo Gallagher, when inter- 
viewed, “I consider it a very 
great honor that the Communist 
Party has enough confidence in 
me to do this.”

reported out on strike in the 
Pescadero district of San Mateo 
county. They are under the 
leadership of the Cannery & 
Agricultural Workers Industzial 
Union, and are demanding 114¢ 
per pound or 30c per hamper, 
recognition of the Union, and 
abolition of the contract system. 

Ninety-five per cent of the 
workers in the area are reported 
out, and the growers are already 
showing signs of making siguil- 
ificant concessions. The workers 
have been receiving from 17 to 
2214c per hour. 

Sheriff J. J. McGrath was 
immediately on the spot to ac- 
commodate the growers with de- 
puties sent into fields.

8000 unemployed here, militant 
defense by the International.

Here Monday. 

Conklin was convicted, and 
sentenced to ninety days in the 


county jail. The ILD has filed 
notice of appeal, and has raised 
the exhorbitant sum of a thous- 
and dollars demanded by Judge 
Carragher for bail. Comrade 
Conklin is out of jail 

The viciousness of the. citv 
administration, is indicated by 
the fact that the ILD was refus- 
ed a permit to distribute leaflets 
before the trial urging workers 
to attend and support their work- 
ingelass leaders. Desnite refusal 
of the permit and threats to jai) 
any worker who distributed leaf- 
lets, thousands were put out and 
the workers who came to the 
trial stayed until its conclusion 
at nine o’clock in the evening. 

The bias of Judge Carragher 
was made plain when he made a 
vicious speech attacking Comrade 
Conklin, saying that she was a 
‘“jibbering petticoat who gets on 
a soap-box and misleads men 
who follow her because she is 
a woman”, and declaring that 
she is a nuisance to the com- 
munity.

At about 12 midnight on Mon- 
day, May 14, about 400 militant 
longshoremen and seamen storm- 
ed the seab concentration camp 
and steamship terminal in the 
Wilmington West Basin in Los 
Angeles harbor. 

Police and company gun-thugs 
fired gas shells and bullets at 
the advancing workers. Men 
fell in alf directions, but the 
militant strikers never faltered. 
Dick Parker was shot dead with 
two bullets in his body—John 
Knudsen lies in the hospital at 
death’s door. Six other strikers 
who were shot were carried away 
by the police, and many others 
were taken care of by their 
fellow-workers.

A shift in the wind drove the 
gas back on the police, and the 
strikers drove them back through 
the entrance of the. stockade. 
One group broke down the fence 
at the north end of the enclo- 
sure and set fire to and. destroy- 
ed the tens housing the seabs, 
while another group broke thru 
the fence on the South side and 
with bare fists and sticks and 
stones hastily gathered drove 
back and smashed the faces and 
cracked the skulls of the scabs 
that had taken their jobs 

As the ery arose, “Come on 
nen, our brothers are being 
killed,”’ the fighting strikers 
drove back the demoralized and 
thoroughly cowed police.

The militancy of the rank and 
file of the longshoremen here 
is just as high as it is any- 
where on the coast, but the lead- 
ership hasfailed to even organ- 
ize a Central Strike Comhittee, 
and the militaney is for that 
reason’ uncoordinated. 

Despite this disorganization, 
when the ‘Yale’ - landed the.

THE UNITED FARMERS LEAGUE 


Cal., May 16.—-Set- 
nine committees of 
action of the United Farmers’ 
League in valley farm commiuni- 


ties, plus a number of others in 


valley towns, has forced the pow- 
er companies to offer a_ slight 
concession in rates but only in 
an effort to split up the coming 
struggle. 

According to this concession, 
domestic, city and country pow- 
er consumers are to pay no more 
for their electricity during April 
and May that the amount of 
their March bill, no matter how 
much is used. This means more 
to the city consumer than to the 
farmer, for during this period, 
most farmers generally are able 
to get sufficient water in their 
diiches from the mountains. The 
purpose of this concession was 
to split off the city consumers 
from the farmers. 


The demand for a 50 per cent 
cut in power rates is unanimous 
among the small and middle far- 
mers of the southern part of the 
valley, where agriculture de- 
pends upon pumps for its irriga- 
tion water. Abolition of the 
demand charge—pure graft on 
the company’s part—is another 
central issue. This is a charge 
on all electric motors that must 
be paid annually whether power 
is used for only a few days a 
year or throughout the irrigfat- 
ing season. Further ,it discrim- 
inates against the small farmer 
having less than a 15 h. p. mo-

struggle for lower power rates, 
the P. G. & E., Southern Cali- 
fornia Edison, ete., are trying in 
every way to disrupt the fight- 
ing United Farmers League which 
is the only weapon of the farm- 
ers to fight for lower power 
rates. They are even threaten- 
ing to cut off the power from 
any farmer who joins the United 
Farmers League. 


The United Farmers League igs 
answering this by organizing new 
locals and county committees, not 
only to give leadership to ecom- 
mittees for action for lower pow- 
er bills, but also to lead in the 
struggle for eancellation of back 
taxes and exemption of smal! 
farmers from further taxation, 
higher purchasing power for the 
farmers and workers, and against 
foreclosures, forced sales, evic- 
tions, and all other immediate 
demands of the small and middle 
farmers.

At the present time, there is a 
big drive going on to organize 
all of the mattress makers and 
bedding workers in general in 
this state. This drive is to form 
a union among ourselves to bet- 
ter our own conditions. 

This union will be different 
from Local 28, because we will 
do things in the right way. We 
don’t want any more than this 
—the right to join unions of our 
own choosing and the right for 
decent living wages and working 
conditions, which is no more 
than Mr. Roosevelt told us to 


ask for, and which we aren't 
getting. 


In this union we will not pay 
more than 50 cents a month in 


dues. This money will be only 
for our own benefit, such as 
paying sick benefits, loans to 


needy members, and death bene- 
fits. This money is not going 
out for any professional] labor 
fakers. 

Don’t forget that united we 
will win, divided we will lose. 
Let’s get together and get what 
is coming to us.

E.R. A 
Transit Dept. are being used as 
a means of lowering the stand- 
ard of living. Yesterday after- 
noon when a truck pulled into 
the Shelter loaded with men, 
there were heard such remarks 
as “to hell with this layout,” or 
“I'll to damned if they t me 
on that job again’’, but was 
unable to get the drift of what 
it was all about, as transients, 
or itinerans as we are ealled, 
hold closed mouhs because of 
stool-pigeons, and they are nu- 
merous —- we have nothing to 
loose, we are what we are, a 
bunch of WISE or OTHERWISE 
men, 


This morning the grim truth 
dawned on me, what all the 
grumbling was about. I was told 
to get to a certain truck, altho 
I have signed no contract to 
work for the lousy $5.00 a month 
that we are supposed to get, but 
to see what it was all about, six 
of us, meekly submitted without 
question and were taken 21 miles 
from Stockton, te what we were 
told was a County Experimental 
Farm. There we were given sho- 
vels and told to dig irrigation 
ditches. There were several oth- 
er workers and we learned from 
them they were receiving pay 
from the County, such as labor 
tractor drivers, gardeners, etc., 
while we as transients received 
nothing. We had signed cone 
tracts to stay a month for $5.00. 
that explained why there was a 
new gang of us out today—we 
refused to shovel a damn shovel 
full of their dirt. Why should 
we work for nothing, while other 
men on the same job were receiv- 
ing regular farm wages? We 
couldn't see it that way, se to- 
morrow a new bunch will take 
our places, while we have been 
checked out, to wander to some 
other place, and the bosses say 
there is no forced labor in this 
country. —Bill Allin.

McGRADY — STRIKEBREAKER

Who is McGrady? * 

As assistant to Secretary of Labor Perkins, and personal re- 
presentative of the National Labor Board he is the country’s 
leading strikebreaker. 

He is used as an “expert” in all situations where workers are 
militant and maintain a solid front. He broke up the Furriers 
Union in New York. It was he who was sent last year to do the 
dirty work during the great miners strike in Pennsylvania. He 
came before the miners and pleaded that they return to work and 
he in behalf of the Board and the NRA pledged to them that the 
right of organization will be given, and many other promises. 


EMPTY PROMISES TO BREAK STRIKE.

He is for splitting with the seamen, and 
for separate port agreements, As in the East, he will attempt to 
disregard the rank and file and close a deal with the employers 
at a secret conference. S 

More than that, the workers are watching the district offi- 
cials and are no longer approving anything blindly. The fact that 
Lewis tried for hours to convince the San Francisco membership 
meeting to give him full authority to settle, and that the seamen 
be “ditched” has aroused the suspicion of every worker in the 
union. 

They have decided in a manner that cannot be mistaken and 
the strike ranks remain unbroken. 

Every worker is determined that there be no compromise on 
the closed shop issue, no arbitration, to stick to the seamen, no 
separate port agreements, and that the workers should know of 
all negotiations which have thus far remained secret.
